l, The Direstor of Central Intelligence shall coordinate and oon- 
dust such exploitation of foreign language publications for the ccllec- 
tion of foreign intelligence as he deema necessary to aaut the needs 
of the intelligence agencies. In conducting such exploitation, he 
shall in consultation with the intelligence agencies establish pricri- 
ties as required.

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FINDINGS OF THR AD HOG CONS 
DOGUMENT EYPLOLPARION 


Yor vurposes of this peper the following definitions apply: 

a. “Foreign lensunge publieations” or "foreign publications" 
include all printed antter in the form of newspapers, periodicals, 
patphlets and monograoha published in o language other than English. 

2. *FagLoitetion® imeludes abstracts, extracts, complete 
translations, Viblingrapaies and Listings depeading upon which method

2. fhe Problem 

t% has been recognized for seme time that fereisn publications 
censtitute one of the nore imorient end productive sources of intelli- 
eenee at ths Aieposel of the U.S. Covernment. Furthermore, etringent 
security measures prevalent in some areas of the world, notably the 
Union of Soviet Sockdalist Revwdlics and her Satellite countries, beth 
in Durope and the Par Bast, heve incecased the importance of document 
exploitation as a metjand of oBteining Intelligence information vital 
to natienal securlty. In view ot tao complexity of foreign document 
aeobloitetion it was deemed. necessary to consider the facilities 
if any, exists in the present eysiom and make recommendations, if 


necessary, to lamrovea the exploeleation activities, 
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The successful exploitetion of foreign language publications 
consists of two separate dat closely releted operstions - (1) procurement 
of publications and (2) exploitation. 

a. Procurement. Due to the fact that.a large number of 
foreign publications contain intelligence information of prime interest 
to more than one Department or Agency and because of the necessity for 
mazinum economy, the principles outlined in National Security Couneil 
Intelligence Directive No. 2 are not entirely ao-licable to the 
procurement of foreign publications. In order to cope with the 
difficulties of procurement, the Committee agreed that further study 
of the peoblem should be conducted in order to draw up a world wide 
listing of availeble publications needed for centralized exnloltation 
(see b, Exploitation belaw).
